Mayes Court House 
Will Be Dedicated 
At Pryor Next Week 


(By the Associated Press) 
PRYOR, 
Okla., 
June 
17.— The 
new Mayes county court house will 
be dedicated here June 24. County 
officials say it is the only court­ 
house in the state to be built w ith­ 
out a bond issue. The structure will 
cost 
$168,000, including 
the 
site 
and equipment, and is said to be 
one of the best in the state. 
Eighty 
thousand 
dollars 
of the 
cost of the building was raised by 
taxation, 
and 
the 
rem ainder was 
collected as penalties on delinquent 
taxes, some of which date back to 
statehood. 
Several attem pts have been made 
to hold county elections for voting 
of bonds, but all have been unsuc­ 
cessful. Commissioner William Tell, 
representing the 
Second 
district, 
then advanced the idea of utilizing 
the money in the delinquent penalty 
fund. 
A bill was drafted and presented 
in the state legislature in March, 
1919, providing for the conversion 
of the sinking fund into a court­ 
house fund, and limiting expendi­ 
tures to $125,000. 
This fund was found to accumu­ 
late a t the rate of $8,000 a yea>, 
so it was thought advisable to in­ 
clude in the bill, a provision for a 
le w of a mill and a half, in order 
that sufficient funds might be avail­ 
able to begin construction. 
This bill became a law in March, 
1919, and was known as the “ Mayes 
County Court House Law,’’ It me:

except that no limit is placed upon 
the am ount of money premitted to 
be expended for court house pur­ 
poses.
